It is only fifty years since the first 
electric generating plant began op- 
erations. New York has been celebrat- 
the occasion half a century ago when 
Edison pressed a button and a new 
era had begun. Even those who 
have lived in the transition and on 
through the ‘wiring’ period are 
scarcely aware how much a part of 
life electrical power has become, how 
great is the change that has been 
wrought, It is only on those rare oc- 
casions when the power goes off that 
the lesson is forced home. 


A modern business office takes its 
elevators, its telephones, telegraphs 
and light as a matter of course. The 
citizen takes electrical power, trans- 
portation and street Hghting as all in 
the regular scheme of things. Even 
the average household starts the day 
with an electrically run coffee perco- 
lator and toaster, and as a matter 
of course counts on the electric iron, 
hot water heater, vacuum cleaner and 
so on, until the bed side light is snap- 
ped off, 

Electricity is taking over bigger 
and bigger responsibilities in industry. 
Last year, in the United States, in- 
dustry and business consumed a total 
of 52,162,000,000 kilowatt hours of 
electrical energy for lighting and 
power. 

It has transformed the theatre by | 
making lighting effects (heretofore | 
undreamed of) possible, and in all | 
the ramifications of cinema. It has) 
become a handmaid to therapeutic | 
medicine; and agriculture, starting | 
with the portable utility motor, is 
more and more claiming its aid. Al- | 
ready it is a recognized factor in the 
poultry business, and enough knowl- 
edge is now available to realize that 
still 


it might and doubtless will be 
more widely used. 

There is a promise of large scale 
domestic heating and of cooling ap- | 
paratus. both for in- | 
dustry and home use, is now common.

Ships in the air and ships at sea 
know electricity, from the simplest 
lighting devices to intricate machin- 
ery which seems almost to have oc- 
cult power.

It is noteworthy that 
the greatest actual increase in cows 
has been in the Prairie Provinces 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta. 

Other cattle total 4,498,000, which 
is a falling off of about 12! per cent.

Review of Conditions in the Province 
At Close of 1932 Crop Season. 


The Province of 
to the close of another production 
season with the knowledge that it 
has produced one the largest wheat 
crops in its history, and of generalls 
high quality, but that the extremely 
low prices will result in disappoint- 
ingly small returns for the farmers. 
There are mitigating features in the 
crop situation, however, which give 
ground for some satisfaction and 
will materially contribute to the 
ability of the farming population to 
carry on through the coming winter. 
One of these is the abundant supply 
of feed which has been produced, 


will give a substantial cash return to 
the growers, 

A general review of conditions in 
the province will be interesting at 
this time. 

Threshing of the wheat crop is 
practically concluded, with the ex- 
ception of an area between Red Deer 
and High River, where considerable 
delay has been experienced through 
rain and snowstorms, These have 
not only delayed operations, but 
have caused further deterioration in 
grade to some extent. In this area 
about 40 per cent of the threshing 
remains to be done.
